He Reviews the Standing Army, its
Organization, Duties and EfMocs
tiveness — Benefits of  Prace
tienl Mititary Instraction,

RY MAJOR GENERAL 0, O, NOWARD,

Tho ethies of Rov. Dy, Wayland of the
Brown unlversity, Rhode Island, as put
forth In his moral sclenes became, before the
rebellion the acceptod standiard throughout
New Englandl, His proverbs wore used,
pmitting Lere and there s chapter, ns bible
truth, ovon at the military academy. His
teachings in the chapters omitted at West
Point wory ngainst wiar aud aguinst suy prop-
arations for war,

Charles Sumner when A young man come-
posed Mis great oration on *“I'e Grandeor of
Nations,” Jtwas n superb army of sentl-
ments adverse to armies and the use of
armiies.  And 1 hesitate oot to say that at
that time  there was o senthment noarly uni-
versnl ngainst war of any kind, offénsive or
tl"rﬂlw'l'.'f"' agninsat any sort of standing army
anid other forefblo monns of publlie defonse.

The prophecy that there wonld come a
time when the lon and the lnmb would le
down together, was takon as if a commund §
and the prediction that pations would learn
war no more, u state, like the millenniuni, to
be wished snd prayed for, was imposed upon
mun and soclety as asncred duty to bo at once
performed,

The ethical tenching arising from the Qun-
ker interpsotation of our Lord's practical
precepis, necossarily ercatod s decpseatod
prejudiee pgalust our regulne navy and our
standing army. There wns doubtless in
eaviior times, too, o strong foeling ngalnst the
Bratish vegulars during both  our wars with
Gireat Deitpdn, Thoe lisrge proportion of mue -
tennrioa that muds up the Invading forces, by
thelr orvel and caveless conduet, ndded tothis
antipathy, And back of nll that, there wins
the well recognized fuct that in the time of
Civorge the Thind, that the Britlsh common
soldier runkod so low in the scale of humani-
1y that it wis o disgriee to a civilian to asso-
cinte with Lim, Thls, 1t may be, has had o
putent inflience upon all families whose an-
cestors ese bither from England,

The immigrants from othoer natlons also
brought equally strong projudices against the
forees, often made up ul‘crm.wripl.a,mnt wore
wielded aguinst their forcos by autooratic
power, At any viate, the instunt a war wis
over and nrimed men could be dispensed with,
our New kogland people have bhurried them
out of slghty and the old arguments have
come back to beget agnin the same old condl-
tions of weakness and unpreparedness cvon
Ior noreasonnble governmental protection by
and and by sea. .

It 18 the pmt of wisdom to notice how
quickly a “Fort Sumtor’? threatened the life
of the nation, reveryed the faulty, prejudiced
common sentiment,

The suthor of the “Grandeur of Natlons'
added grandeur to his own uation by fostor-
Ing the war power; and urging the people to
sustnin tho army which was mamly  filled
with those who n fow months boefore were
themselves reckoned us non-combatnnts,

How the world rejolced whon General Gor-
don of Eugland stepped forth, like Joshua of
old, to lead rolieving forces and save a people
from n eruel fute, And how puerile the senti-
ment that withheld from him the neoded
army. Doubtiess our Heavenly Father could
huve interposcd his strong hand, stayoed the
Mahdi with his terrible bosts, and given to
his servant Gordon, a mirncenlous vietory;
put, in fact, He did not vouchsufe so to do,
The delays of n suflleient force to reach
Khartonm, beat back the Mahdi, and rescue
the noble Gordon with his helpless dopond-
ents, havesot back the index of the dial-
plate of civillzation nt least a quarter of a
century, O, for the proper proparation ! The
need how plafn, A well appointed nad well
commanded army, our uoS woula, 1 believe,
have blessod aud helped in the time of Gor-
don's sonseless exposure and barbarous mar-
tyrdom,

Publie sentimont, spreading from east to
west, which, of course, ought to be fostered
In the interest of pence, when it takes such
radical fronks against the army and the pub-
lie defense as to bring  disorodit on the sol-
dier's uniform, carvies with it a very decided
opnosition to all military tendencies in the
education of youth, On reflection, however,
it is belioved that, after excepting o tow ox-
tremista, the majority of our fellow citizens
recopnize the right and the imperative neces-
EiLy of a proper self-preservation, even to
the extent of exercliing a governmental
power over the taking of human life,

Certiduly o gonuine patrotism  mplies
plrong, hardy virtues which are limited only
by lifo itself, to hold in a frm grasp ull
anarchy, whether it bo secret, insidions,
plotting and undermining, or already or-
guudzod and openly clutehing ot the throut of
the republic,

Arbiteation, pushed with all nepded po-
toneo and helped by exerclsing all the spirit-
unl and montul foree of Christian men, will
now be given to the forefront aguinst any
bnd every impending threat of war; but
spiritunl and morsl force always requirve an
eisentlal body-force to gain vespect and to
pocure justice and honor,

Woak governments, except where they are
nsed  for  policy’s sake, are oven today
1:111;:!‘10.1! at and lgnored by the great powers
of Europe, To have no army s akin to
having no policomen, no fire department, no
safes, no locked gates or doors, Witliout
somo sort of an army, soclety becomes at
onee a prey to “dynamiters” and other crimi-
nal conspiracies,” During the rebellion the
servico of our regulur army canuot well be
pverestimated,

Ounee, military people, in timo of naed, put
thedr utmost confidence in a man beeause he
sraduated from the national military school,

‘hey trusted him with largo commands, aud
such still belieye the West Polut provision of
leaders to be o sufficlent guarantee for any
emergency that may arise, But the truth s
that the army experience after gradunting,
wis evor most important. Tho old ariny and
frontier stuflf conumands, and the dutics wore
thef post-gradunte schools that tted men for
greater scope, while the Moxican and the
ronstant Indian wars, gave them the vichest
practical experiencs,

‘Tho little army of today s In itself & most
wregnant md netive sehiool—I mean over und

‘vond the avmies and arsenals, thoe torpedo
and engineer school of Willet's PPoint, the
artillery teaching at Fort Monre, the
cuvaley at Fort Riley and the infantey at
Fort Leavenworth. At all tho posts and E:ur-
risons thero is an  extensive curvicnlum of
theorotle and practionl military fnstroction
that Is fitting every intelligent, patriotio
ofcer and wan to haudle avmics, It s all
this—tho reeular army in ontirety —stadf and
line, brings by fts constant study and privc-
Lice the art of wir up todato; assimilates all
the new discoveries in mechanies to tho
country’s neods; follows up with expori-
ments all the ndvances in electricity, high ex-

losives, the uso of steel and oglior metals,

iydraulios and stam power, 'l‘?uo. it 15an
honor to bave grudunted at West Point, but
It should be un equal honor, provided the
kunowledge and fitness  be the sute, to upveo
gudunw‘l atuny school. The test put upon

@ young man s in the regular army. What
has he done therel What can he do under
Lh-.-_ncw post-graduate relationshin?

Embraced with the oficers of the regular
service wore tho non-commissioned officors
and privates, Hefore the war of rebellion
thero was clear-cut tralning and {ntelligont
discipline.  Theso falthful servants of the
government have not  yet received the high
vonslderation due them, Thelr history, somo
of it Is on record in dry documents or” buried
in bushels of well-folded oficial reports, can-
not well be written. At the great rebollion
outbreak many offcers sympathlzing with se-
cession resignoed their commissions and many
desorted thelr fing, It is tho proud boast of
all enlisted mon of the regular army that
thelr predocessors 10 the ranks were to a
man, steadfast o the union. And, traly, If
any such enlisted soldler desorted o join the
confoderacy 1 have yet 1o hear his name,

When alocal milltary company Is formed
as 1s often the case, ln a countey district or
village, it 18 a great desideratum to got an
ex-regulor soldier to teach wod dreill,  IHe is
always treated with great attention and re-
apect, Hut if a young man ebsnces to enlist
for honorsble employment in the resular
army, the dwellers in  his district or villugo
pity his family, make blm & soclal outcust by

deerying his fall, and scoff ne his uniform as
8 badge of disgrnce.  This ought not to be-
It is not the caso now in our Europoan coun
tries, ‘The soldlers of our stall arpy are, As
n olnss, self-respecting men,  They are hon-
prable, trustworthy and upright In conduct,
In morals and manners dertalnly they com-
pare favorably with the avetuse people in
the mmmunldm whero they happen to be
stationed, 1 oue soldier becomes the worse
for llguor & thousand people notico his uni-
forin and the army gots o widespresd oredit
for arunkenness; whereas the clvilian dronk-
ard mves but limited disgrace. Where the
soldier gols roported and punished, extond-
ing his ill.repute, the eivilian escapos notice,
in;urlnz only himself ana his poor family.

This complotes the general officers and
staff of the army. Of the major geacemls
(three in pumber) one communds the army
ind the othors ench a division, embracing one
or more departients, The six  brigadier
eenernls ustially command departmoents, The
divigions and departments are geographical
stib-dlvisions embracing several states, and
the general’s command consists of the troops
stationod within the limits of this command.

The duties of the stafl are indicated by
thelr names, One ofoer of each of the first
six departments is on duty at each oivision
and department headquarters, to do the de-
tailed work of his department in command.
Besides the quartermuster, commissary and
medical depariments oach conducts A system
of purchasing and supply depots directly un-
der the secrctary of war and free from mill-
tary commnnd, ‘The medical department
ench also furnlshes the medieal offfcers for
duty at the military post,  The corps of en-
gineors, ordusnce department and signal
corps are separato from tho rest of  the army
in their work, the focvmer chiclly on thae
rivers iwnd harbor improvements, the second
in the constructlon of guns and other ord-
nance stores, and  the latter ns & weather
burean, all directly under the secretary of
war's divection. A now law, not yet in oppre-
ation, takes the weather buresa work from
tha signal corps,  The chaplaing e supplicd
to mwilitary posts as fur as their number will
permit
